Germany ts Prepared Even Down te 
Railroad Time Tables, 

In these days, when we read of mo- 
bilization methods In the “near eust,” 
it is interesting to vote the contiuual 
prepuredpess of Germany iv all wat 
ters pertaining to railway transit. She 
holds with the maxim that “te who 
strikes first strikes twice.” 

At all Unmes, eveu When there is no 
talk of war in the air, there is locked 
np ta every German station master's 
desk a set of war time tables—a sepa- 
rate time table for every country with 
which a war is possible, inctuding 
France, Britain and Russia, while even 
Austria -Llungary is pot exempt. 

Whenever war is declared every sta- 
tion master picks out the particular 
time table required, and at ouce all 
the trains run automatically au “war 
time” and for war purposes. Each 
time table is revised once a year, in or- 
Ger to Gt in with toy alteration that 
ay have been tide in the plans of 
campaign, 

Each man liable to serve in the re 
serve is in the possession at all times 
of a warrant for travel and when war 
breaks out does not require to watt 
on instructions, but most report bim- 
self at once to his particular territurial 
depot or, at latest, by 1 o'clock on 
the morning fotlowing the declaration 
of war; otherwise be is liable for a 
heavy penalty.—Philadelphia Ledger,

MONTREAL’S EXPANSION, 


The New City and the Old Present @ 
Peculiar Contrast. 


The city of Montreal gives one the 
impression of a conflict between the 
mediaeval and the modern or between 
the customs of the old world and 
those of the new, says a writer in The 
Toronto Globe. Narrow streets, relics 
of the days when the city was fortified 
under the old French regime, are 
slowly being transferred into wide 
business — thoroughfares Churches, 
convents and m 
now nestled beside bank buildings, 
stock exchanges and manufacturing 
establishments are giving way before 
the onward rush of commerce and are 
moving to outlying districts. The old 
museums, historic homes and the 
landmarks redolent of the early his- 
y of the city are being replaced by 
scrapers and office buildings. In 
brief, old Mouatreal, which for cen- 
turies resisted the modernizing effect 
of commerce, is at last being swept 
before it and in a few years the quaint 
old city which charmed tourists and 
travelers will be a thing of the past. 

The old downtown section, which 
until a few years ago was a strange 
mixture of residential and business, 
is now all business. With improved 
transportation facilities, the peopie 
have gone far afield, »nd to-day they 
are spreading out sanlike beyond 
the Mountain, @nd east and west 
alot the riverfront. In a sense, the 
spreading out of the people has re- 
moved another charm from the city. 
In the old days the rural was grafted 
into the urban, and it was possible 
for a visitor to step from the popu- 
lous city to the quiet of rural Quel 
with little or no inconvenience. The 
old garden truck farms, with their 
thatched cottages, their out:ide bake- 
ovens, their fields of tobaceo and gar- 
lie, and their orchards of Fameuse 
apples, are no longer close beside the 
city. They have fallen before the subs 
division shark and the real estate 
agent. Te result is that thousands 
of acres adjoining the city, which 
were once farm lands are to-day 
lying idle, waiting for the coming of 
the street-laying gangs and ine build- 
ers and  home-makers Although 
Montreal is increasing her population 
at the rate of 50,000 a year, this 
growth was far too slow to satisfy the 
ambitious plans of the subdivider, 
and he had to step in and buy up 
the old farms, which contributed so 
largely to the peculiar charm of the 
city’s surroundings 

To those who are interested in the 
story of Montreal's material growth 
and prosperity the following  statis- 
tics will throw some light on tne re- 
markable expansion which has taken 
place in Canada’s commercial metro- 
polis during recent years 

The population of Montreal proper 
is now 467,000, and of Greater Mont- 
real 650,000. Ten years ago the popu- 
Jation of Montreal proper was 267,000, 
The city has 470 miles of streets, of 
which 80 miles are paved; has 340 
miles of sewers, 50 public parks, which 
cover an area of 850 acres, while the 
whole city covers an area of 26,000 
acres. The city has 64 millionaires 
and hundreds of others who are verz- 
ing on the magic seven-figure class. 
To look after the spiritual wants of 
her citizens, Montreal has 242 
churches, of which 86 are Catholic, 123 
Protestant, and 83 foreign. To cater 
to the amusement of her citizens, she 
possesses 60 moving-picture shows, 
with a total seating capacity of 30,000, 
and six regular theatres, with a regue 
lar seating capacity of 18,000, 

In scores of ways the city is grow- 
ing and expanding beyond the wildest 
dreams of the older men of the pres- 
ent generation. To keep pace with 
this | expansior public stations, 
churches, scho postal stations, 
banks and many other institutions 
are straining every nerve. Greater 
Montreal means greater demands on 
her public servants.

To Eradicate Slums. 


If present plans do not fail Mont 
real will be devoid of slums inside 
a few years 

An organization was completed re- 
cently which has for its object the 
elimination of slums through the es- 
tablishment of proper dwellings, ade- 
quate parks and playgrounds, and all 
the other requ’ ites of a properly con- 
ducted city 

For some time spasmodic efforts at 
reform were made by various socie- 
ties, such as the Metropolitan Parks 
Commission, the Board of Trade, 
charity organizations, the City Im- 
provement League, and many other 
organizations, but at a meeting of all 
the business, charitable and reform 
associations in the city it was decid- 
ed to unite the forces of all into. one 
representative body. The meeting. 
which was held in the Board of Trade, 
was largely attended, and was thor- 
oughly representative of the best men 
and clubs in the city, 

It was decided to undertake im- 
mediately the work being carried on 
by the separate bodies, and also to 
earry on practical experimental work 
in the building of model tenements. 


Newfoundland’s Best Year. 

Newfoundland’s trade for the fiscal 
year 1911-12 exceeded that of the pre- 
vious year by $3,500,000, making it 
the most prosperous in the history of 
the colony, according to the budget 
report submitted in the assembly a 
few days ago. 

For the fiscal year ended June, 1912, 
the budget showed a surplus of $212,- 
000. The estimated surplus for the 
year ending next June is $150,000 in 
addition to a similar amount reimit- 
ted to the } ople by the recent re 
duction in taxation,

Conncil Meetings 


Two meetings of Strathmore Town 
Council were held this week, one on 
Monday afternoon, when the Council 
met with Mr. G, A. B. Crook, horticul- 
turist of the Forestry Branch of the 
Cc. P. R. and the regular meeting on 
Tuesday. 

At the Monday meeting Mr. Crooks 
laid a plan for the plotting of the 
park before the Council, showing fig- 
ures giving a considerable expense 
for maintenance, but the Council 
thought the scheme proposed was 
rather elaborate, and Mr. Crook pro- 
mised to be back in a few days and 
submit «a plan that would come within 
ncunt proposed to be spent by 
t uncil, and go over the ground 
with them, and with an engineer. Mr. 
Crook promised that he would give 
the Council all the assistance in his 
power, and would visit Strathmore 
from time to time as the work pro- 
gressed It was proposed to have 
some flower beds at the west end of 
the Pa and the Company would as 
sume t responsibility for that end 
f the park. 

The regular meeting of the Council 
was held on Tuesday evening. Present 

Mayor Lambert, Councillors Berry 
Brown, Martin, Butler, Bremer and 
Girvin, 


Electric Lighting 


Mr. W. R, McKie and Mr, Berry, of 
the Westinghouse Company, were 
present, and gave details of the pro- 
municipal elec lighting 
regarding which Mr. McKie 
appeared before the Council at the 
previous week's meeting. Mr. McKie 
said that following the Council meet- 
ing he had made a suivey of the town 
and had got figures on the cost of a 
system, He estimated on a 1,200 light 
system, with three miles of line, and 
20 street lights, which would necessi- 
tate a high voltage system, somewhat 
more expensive than the low voltage 
systems. They would require about 
50 meters, At a rate of 18c per kilowat 
hour, this system would give them a 
gross revenue of $945 per month, and 
a net profit estimated on a conserva 
tive basis of $250 per month. The 
cost of a complete system of the kind 
outlined would be $8,945. In answer 
to ques‘ions, Mr. Berry said that a 
steam plant was much more expen 
sive, aid that the four cylinder gaso 
line engines, such as they proposed 
for this system, had only lately been 
perfected, but that they would give 
as good a service as steam at much 
less cort, 

The Mayor thanked Mr. 
for the information he had given 
them, and they would go carefully 
into the details. In view of the pre 
sent conditions of the money market,

wanted fo have the electric light. 

With regard to the park, it was 
agreed to wait until Mr. Crooks re 
turned with his plan before com 
menci! g operations, and also to ask 
the C.P.R. to expedite the signing of 
the lease so that operations could be 
commenced at once, 


Sanitation of the Town 


A nimber of complaints regarding 
the sanitation of the town were 
brought up. It was agreed to have 
the Town Constable enforce the new 
health bylaw rigidly, and make all 
householders clean up their back 
premises. The Secretary was in- 
structed to write the management of 
the King Edward Hotel informing 
them tiat they must have a new septic 
tank constructed, and close up their 
old one by June 1,

Liberal Meetings 


A meeting of Strathmore Liberals 
was announced to be held on Saturday 
evening, but when the time for com- 
mencing the meeting had passed, and 
very few people were in attendance, 
it was decided to call it off. Dr. 
McNeely, of Saskatchewan, was to 
have been the principal speaker, and 
we are informed that he is a very able 
platform man, so that it is rather 


unfortunate that the public were so 
apathetic, 

A more successful meeting was 
called for Wednesday evening, the 
night before election, when Mr. Mc- 


Arthur, the candidate, and Mr. Stanley 
Jones, barrister, Calgary, spoke. There 
was a fairly good attendance. 

Mr. W. Vickery, deputy returning 
officer, presided. Mr. McArthur was 
in good voice, and delivered an elo- 
quent though short speech. He has 
made much improvement as a public 
speaker since the last bye-election. 
He came before them as a farmer. 
With regard to the debt, of which so 
muc) had been said, it was only 
$14,000,000, less than that of Calgary 
and Edmonton. They could not hope 
to get public utilities such as roads, 
bridges, telephones, etc., without going 
into debt, and there was no harm in 


| 
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going into debt so long as they had 
assets to cover that debt. The tele 
phone system accounted for $6,000,000 
of the debt, and it was worth a whole 
lot more than that. Alberta had ‘the 
most advanced telephone system in 
the Dominion, and it was also the 
cheapest in the world. They had heard 
a great deal about the cost of adminis 
tration, but in Alberta it was only 
3 1-2 per cent. of the total expenditure, 
whereas in Manitoba and Saskatch- 
ewan it was 5 per cent. The govern 
ment had spent $1,400,000 on roads 
and bridges last year, and they intend 
to spend a similar amount every year, 
or more if necessary. By their elevator 
bill the government were going to 
remove the burden placed upon the 
public by the elevator trust. During 
this election Mr. R. B, Bennett had 
been his best campaign friend, and 
had gained him a lot of votes. Bennett 
had noodwinked the farmers before, 
and intended to do it again. The Sifton 
sovernment deserved to be elected on 
its past record and for the progressive 
legislation it had passed. 

Mr. Stanley Jones spoke largely on 
the points of the implement bill, which 
he claimed was a very fine measure 
for the farmers. Also on the work of 
the government in connection with 
raicways, telephones and schools. He 
had noted an attack on the returning 
officer, Mr. W. W”) Brown, by their 
late member, Mr. 
surprised that Mr, Riley should make 
such an attack. There were vouchers 
to show that every expenditure made 
was proper. 

The meeting closed with cheers for 
McArthur and McElroy.

TWENTY MILLIONS 
IN THIRTY. YEARS 


An Estimate of the Future Population 
of Saskatchewan and Alberta 
Provinces 


A Canadian correspondent of an 
English newspaper predicts that in 
thirty years from the present time the 
provinces of Saskatchewan and Alber- 
ta will have a population of from 
twenty to twenty-five millions, an an- 
nual agricultural wealth of 8,500,000,- 
000 and an output of manufactured 
products of $3,000,000,000 or more; 
one city of over two million popula- 
tion; two cities with populations be- 
tween four hundred thousand and 
seven hundred thousand, three cities 
of from one hundred thousand to three 
hundred thousand, and nine cities be- 
tween fifty thousand and one hundred 
thousand, and in addition several 
dozens of large towns, He bases his 
calculations on the growth of the 
Middle West of the United States 
within the past fifty years. . 

Big Immigration 

At present Western Canada has an 
annual immigration of three hundred 
thousand, while the average number 
of people who entered the Middle 
Western States from 1880 up to the 
present time has been only two hun- 
dred thousand per year; yet the Middle 
Western States, covering an area no 
greater than that of the two Canadian 
provinces, have now a population of 
twenty millions. Before 1880 there 
was no real development in this ter 
ritory, and even after that there were 
obstacles to its settlement and ada- 
vancement which do not exist in the 
Canadian provinces. For the develop- 
ment of her West Canada bas the 
advantage of three transcontinental 
railways, facilities for obtaining a 
very abundant capital for productive 
purposes on a scale which contrasts 
most favorably with the conditions 
which obtained thirty years ago when 
the United States West was being de 
veloped. Besides this the markets of 
the world are open for the profitable 
disposal of everything that Canada can 
possibly raise, a factor which assures 
continued prosperity and cumulative 
growth. 

Splendid Opportunities 

Commenting upon this glowing es 
timate, the Vancouver Sunset says: 

“On its face this calculation may 
appear exaggerated , but a little re 
flection will convince the most con- 
servative mind that the picture is not 
overdrawn. Immigration is increas- 
ing year by year, and increasing at 
an astonishing rate. It is not too 
much to expect that within seven or 
eight years {t will be double what it 
is to-day. All of this, of course, will 
not be taken by Saskatchewan and 
Alberta, but the greater part will go 
to the West, and a simple arithmetical 
calculation will show that an estimate 
of twenty millions of people for the 
territory from Manitoba to the Pacific 
Coast in thirty years’ time is in reality 
@ modest one.” 

The West affords splendid oppor- 
tunities for the Canadian manufac- 
turer if he will only take advantage 
of them by establishing branch fac- 
tories at strategic points. At the 
moment United States manufacturers 
are showing great enterprise in that 
direction. 


MEAT SUPPLIES 


Farmers Should Go Into The Cattle 
Industry on a Large Scale 


As an indication that the Canadian 
Northwest is in the same position as 
the east in regard to meat supplies, 
last year’s live stock recelpte at Win- 


nipeg Stock Yards are significant. 
Receipts of cattle have fallen off 
steadily during the last five years, 


while prices have shown more than a 
relative advance, due to a growing de- 
mand Receipts of shep and lambs 
have, on the other hand, steadily in- 
creased, and the priees paid, though 
considerably above those of 1911, were 
below those of 1910 and 1909. The 
run of hogs was well above that of 
1911 and 1909, but less than in 1908. 
With the exception of 1910, prices of 
hogs were higher during 1912 than for 
@ number of years. The ifollowing

and Other Matters 


A Conservative meeting held in the 
Opera House on Saturday afternoon 


was addressed by Mr. R. B. Bennett

The hall was filled with a keenly 
interested and enthusiastic audience 
composed largely of farmers, drawn 
mainiy“o hear what Mr. Bennett had 
Say in connection with the irriga 
tion question, in which Mr. Bennett 


has taken a prominent part. Some 
excitement was caused near the close 
of the meeting by the action of a 
visiting Liberal worker, who made 
some insinuations against the Con 
servative party’s connection with the 
C.P.R., which Mr, Bennett branded as 
an insult. 

Mr. Zimmerman, the first speaker, 
said he was very pleased to be here 
along with Mr. Bennett, as he had 
had quite a Ifttle to do with Mr. Ben 
nett in connection with the irrigation 
dispute. He had been representing the 
farmers’ combined irrigation commit- 
tees in their fight for what they con- 
sidered their rights, and he wanted to 
etate here that their member, Mr. 
Bennett, had stood back of them every 
inch of the way in this fight. Mr. 
Bennett realized, as all of them did 
that the farmers must have a square 
deal. He had been present at all the 
consultations at Ottawa, and had al- 
ways taken the position that there 
must be a square deal given. He asked 
them to listen to what Mr. Bennet: 
had to say that day from an unpre- 
judiced standpoint, because he thor 
oughly believed that in what he said 
Mr. Bennett was sincerely advocating 
that which he considered to be the 
best for the province. While in Ot- 
tawa he found a strong feeling that 
the West was under-represented, the 
West profited by having men of the 
stamp of Mr. Bennett and Senator 
Lougheed representing them. 

Mr. Bennett's Speech 

Calgary's member is known through- 
out Canada as one of the foremost 
orators in ‘the country, and on this 
occasion he did not belie his reputa- 
tion, though he had spoken every 
evening during the week, and was 
holding himself somewhat in reserve 
for his meeting in Oalgary the same 
evening. He dealt with the subjects 
he took up fluently and concisely, and 
in a manner which must have car 
ried convictivu to the majority of his 
audience. | 

In commencing, Mr. Bennett said 
that the first words he had to utter 
must be ones of thanks for the ma 
jority they gave him at the election 
eighteen months ago. He was not un- 
mindful of the generous way in which 
they had treated him. He was con- 
scious of mistakes he had made, but 
at the same time he had always been 
desirous of serving the interests of 
the province he had made his home 
He realized that the prosperity of 
the nation lay with the farming com- 
munity, He was in a somewhat diffi- 


of them were desirous of hearing 
something of another matter. 
Was He An Issue? 

He was not an issue in this election, 
as some people and papers would have 
them believe, but mereiy an ordinary 
citizen who came here some sixteen 
years ago, and had worked hard and 
with a certain measure of success 
since that time. It was very gratifying 
to him to be pointed out as the main 
issue at this election. He invited 
mothers to bring their children to see 
for the first and only time a real live 
trust. He had been represented lately 
as with one hand keeping down the 
price of grain, with the other keep- 
ing the railways out of Calgary, with 
one foot keeping the C.N.R. out of 
Macleod, and with the other on the 
neck of the farmer, These people re- 
presented him being wielding an 
even more pote influence that the 
late Pierpont Morgan. This was not 
80, however. His position was that of 
an absolutely free man, with no con- 
nection with any railway corporation. 
They said he was the elevator trust, 
but all the connection he had with 
elevators was that he had negotiated 
the sale of Besiker's and Davidson's 
elevators last year. That firm had 
been losing money on their elevators, 
and stated that they wanted to sel! 
them. He was able to sell them to a 
number of English capitalists. The 
crime laid against him seemed to be 
that he had brought a million dollars 
of English capital into the country. 
As a matter of fact, Mr, Lilly, the 
local agent here of the Alberta Pacific, 
informed him that the price paid for 
oats and wheat at Strathmore at pre- 
sent was higher than that being paid 
at Langdon, North Dakota, for the 
same grains, though Langdon was a 
thousand miles nearer to market. He 
was in favor of the elevator bill passed 
recently in the Provincial House, 
which was due to the action of the 
U.F:A, He thought vhere was room 
for all the elevators that would be 
built in this province. 

Interest in The Albertan 

Wherever he had spoken through- 
out the province people had thought 
it a rather good foke thrt he, with less 
than $5,000 in the elevator business, 
should fix the price of grain. To be 
logical, they should hold him respon- 
sible in the same way for the opinions 
of the Calgary Albertan, in which he 
owned one-third interest, or for the 
advertising rates or subscription price 
of tha, * ™=per.

The Irrigation Question 

In regard to the irrigation question 
which was interesting to the people of 
this district so largely, in the earlier 
stages of the dispute he had told the 
people who inquired that the ‘believed 
tk the C.P.R. would give them a 
square deal, but when the farmers 
framed their “great remonstrance” 
and sent it to Ottawa, he saw that 
there was but one thing for the gov- 
ernment to do, as between the railway 
company and the farmers, and that 
was to stay with the farmers, He 
informed the minister of the com- 
plaints of the settlers in this district 
that these lands had not been properly 
represented to them, and that it was 
also alleged by the farmers that the 
lands alleged to be irrigable were 
largely not so, and that the area of 
irrigable land was much overstated. 
He informed the minister of the in- 
terior that there was only one thing 
that he conld do, and that was to 
provide for the reclassification of the 
land, and the minister was of the same 
opinion, The government had the 
power to compel ‘the C.P.R, to furnish 
a comiour survey of every quarter sec- 
tion in the district, and these contour 
surveys would be checked and verified 
by the government. He also took the 
position that the farmers of the dis- 
trict should not be harassed for 
further payments on their land pend- 
ing the completion of the survey and 
reclassification; and the government 
had done this, as evidenced by the 
letters from the department to Mr 
Zimmerman, of which they knew. He 
could assure them that the position he 
had taken in this matter had lost him 
a lot of friends at Ottawa, but he 
did not regret doing enything tha‘ 
was in the interests of his constituents 

Mr. Sorenson stated that it haa 
been stated by C.P.R. officials in th 
district that the matter had bee 
quashed, and that the C.P.R, were 
going to do the reclassification them- 
selves, 

Mr. Bennett replied that this was 
not the case at all. The governmen 
had only power in law to classify th 
land under the conditions stated, bu 
they were requiring the C.P.R. to take 
contour surveys of each quarter sec 
tion, and had appropriated $40,000 for 
government engineers to go over the 
land and see if these surveys were 
correct, 

Mr. W. R. tiarvey asked if the 
government classification would be or 
the same lines as the C.P.R, one, that 
all land below the ditch would be 
classed as irrigable land, whether it 
was slough land, or otherwise, owing 
to physical conditions, unfit for irri- 
gation. 

Mr. Bennett said that in every case 
the government engineers would take 
into account the economic and physi- 
cal suitability of the land for irrigation 
purposes, 

Liberal Worker Interrupts 

During the time Mr, Bennett was 
answering the questions of the farm- 
ers regarding the irrigation question, 
a man named Hanson-Powter arose 
and stated that the C.P.R. and the 
Conservative party worked hand in 
hand, notwithstanding what Mr, Ben- 
nett had said. Mr. Bennett asked him 
to prove it. “Right in this town,” the 
man replied. 

“Name any C.P.R, officials who have 
been doing this,” said the speaker, 
but no answer was given, and the 
audience howled in derision at the 
interrupter. 

Mr. Bennett said that this was the 
first time during his sixteen years in 
Western Canada that he had been 
insulted on a public platform, It was 
discouraging for a public man who 
had been trying to do his best, for 
he had sacrificed $10,000 per year, 
a sum his interrupter had no idea of, 
to be able to serve his constituents 
freely, and this lying statement was 
the recomperise he got, to be publicly 
told that he could not do anything, 
and that he was allied with a cor- 
poration, This false and untrue state- 
ment had been made before, but no 
man had had the audacity to make it 
in his presence. This man was an 
emissary of McArthur, sent in here 
to break up the meeting, and he asked 
the public to figure out for them- 
selves the kind of methods that were 
being used to secure McArthur's 
election, and the election of the Lib- 
eral party. If they approved of these 
methods and these arguments there 
was not much use of him doing any- 
thing for them, and he trusted that 
they would show their detestation of 
these methods by their vote at the 
polls on Thursday. 

Mr. John Mackenzie said he rose 
to explain, for the benefit of the 
speaker and the audience, that this 
man’s name was Haason-Powter. He 
had absolutely no connection with 
Strathmore district, and he hoped 
that Mr. Bennett would disassociate 
the people of Strathmore from his 
action, Hanson-Powter had only been 
three days in the district, he was a 
paid worker of the Liberal party, and 
one of half a dozen who had been 
working were during the past week. 

Mr. T. H, Buckerfield said he wished 
as a member of Strathmore U.F.A. to 
move a vote of censure on the man 
who had spoken. Mr. Bennett said 
there was no necessity of doing any- 
thing of that kind. They could show 
what they thought of these kind of

TO FINSHED PRODUCT 


Compelling Americans to Spend 
Money In Canada instead of 
Taking it Out 


The United States Steel Corpor- 
ation will establish a $20,000,000 plant 
in Sandwich, Ont. The Canadian 
Customs Tariff is forcing the corpor- 
ation to spend money in Canada in- 
stead of taking it out. 

If Free Trade between Canada and 
the United States existed, the Steel 
Company would build its $20,000,000 
plant in the United States, would at- 
tract our raw material and workmen 
to that plant, would transform the raw 
material into finished products, which 
would be shipped into Canada, and 
would retain all the profits connected 
with the various processes of manu- 
facturing. 

Forced across the line by the duty, 
the Company will spend $20,000,000 in 
Canada, will bring to Canada many 
skilled workmen with their families, 
will give employment to hundreds of 
Canadians, will «uange Sandwich from 
& Village to a city, will create a mar- 
ket for the produce of the surround- 
ing farmers, and will sell “Made-in- 
Canada” goods to Canadian consum- 
ere. 

During the seven months ending 
with October, 1912, Canada imported 
for consumption iron and steel manu- 
factures to the value of $79,469,103, 
of which $69,604,285 worth came from 
the United States. This was an in- 
crease of $22,903,903 over the seven 
months ending with October, 1911. 
Instead of advocating a reduction of 
duties on steel and iron manufactures. 
Free Traders should endeavor to per 
suade foreign companies to establish 
more branches in Canada. 


EDMONTON'S GROWTH 


A Stable Trade Policy Has Caused 
All-Round Development 
Western Canadian industrial cem 
tres are speedily coming to their ows 
under the aegis of the industrial 
poHcy of moderate protection which 
stimulates the creation of manufae 
turing establishments on western as 

well as eastern Canadian soil. 

Commercial. industrial and financial 
enterprises in Edmonton made greater 
gains in 1912, the largest in the city’s 
history, than in any two years pre 
viously, according to statistics quoted 
by H. Milton Martin, retiring presi- 
dent of the Edmonton Board of Trade. 
There is every indication that pro- 
portionate gains will be made this 
year. The percentages of increases 
for 1012 over 1911 are as follows: 
Building, 250; general business, 136; 
customs house returns, 113; hank 
clearings, 82; manufacturing, 75; pos- 
tage stamp sales, 40. Permits for 
2,611 dwellings, 101 warehouses, 117 
stores, 20 office buildings, 15 factories, 
11 apartment houses, 15 schools, four 
theatres and four hotels, involving a 
total expenditure of $14,446,819, were 
issued in 1912, Mr. Martin said, add- 
ing: 

“Fourten wholesale firms began 
business during 1912, giving a total 
of 68 now maintaining warehouses 
and carrying stocks. We also have 
90 industrial establishments, paying 
$46,884 a wek to 3,232 employes. 
Several concerns are building, and 
expect to begin operations this spring. 
The railroads operating in Edmonton 
have monthly payrolls of $100,000. 
This is exclusive of the hundreds of 
thousands of dollars paid by contrae 
tors. The bank clearings amounted 
to $220,727,622, as against $121,438,- 
894 in 1911 and $71,633,115 in 1910,”

The First American Executive ‘or 
More than a Century to Appear Se- 
fore Houses of Congress—Received 
an Ovation, and His Appearance 
Aroused T.nse Interest 
Washington.— President Woodrow 
Wiison bridged the gap that for over 
a century 18 separated the pilot of 
public business and the executive and

Turkish Crown Jewels are Security 
for Sum of $2,500,000

JOLTED THE CAR CONDUCTOR. 


This Appears to Be a Crime of Some 
Magnitude In Vienna. 

An American physician, Dr. George 
Alexander, bad a narrow escape from 
getting into serious trouble in Vienna 
over a charge of “amtsebrenbeleidi- 
sung,” which Is about the worst thing 
you cen do to a street car conductor 
or to auy ove else in official employ. 
It seems that Dr. Alexander, finding 
be bad passed the point where he tn- 
tended to alight, wanted to jump off 
the car in a burry and in so doing 
pushed Conductor Rosegger, who stum- 
bled on to the step and would have 
fallen off the car—so the conductor 
said—if be hadn't clung for dear life 
to the handle bar. 

The conductor told a thrilling story 
bow the American seized him by the 
shoulder, how he pushed him with his 
knee iv the chest and how he ground 
his teeth () at him. Two witnesses, 
however, declared that it wasn't so bad 
as all that—that Dr. Alexander had 
terely shoved the conductor aside be 
cause he was ip the way. 

‘The question before the court was, 
Had Dr. Alexander pushed the conduc- 
tor as a conductor or as a man? In 
the first case it was “amtsehrenbelei- 
dignng”™ and jail; in the second case It 
would be a matter of “endangering bod- 
ily safety” and a ten dollar fine. 

The judge gravely decided that Dr. 
Alexander, being a foreiguer, hadn't 
evidently realized that the conductor 
was an “amtsperson”—an official—and 
that therefore justice would be tem- 
pered with mercy, ev dollars fine.— 
Vienna Cor. New York Sun, 


OYSTERS AND X RAYS. 


How the Pearl Secrets of the Bivalves 
Are Laid Bare. 

Many physicians, especially those of 
France, in the production by X ray pho- 
tography of an apparently solid Image 
of such an object as a broken bone ot 
a foreign substance embedded in the 
flesh, cause the tube producing the X 
rays to oscillate by tenns of a cam 
revolving 300 times per minute. 

Two radiographic images of the same 
object as seen from different points are 
thus formed, says Popular Electricity, 
on the viewlug screen und by means of 
shutters electromaynetically controlled 
by tbe oscillating apparatus. The right 
eye sees one image and the left eye the 
other, vision being cut off while the 
tube is changing its position. The re- 
sult is that the image appears solid. 
In otber words, the effect is stereo- 
scopic, 

Among the achievements of practical 
science is the development of a plant 
for radiographing pear! oysters to as- 
certain not ouly the existence but the 
stage of development of the pearls 
without killing the animals or opening 
their shells. 

As many as 500 oysters bave beer 
submitted to examinatiun in one mia- 
ute, hundreds of shells spread on a 
tray being @xposed at one time. Oys- 
ters showing no pearls are returned to 
their beds; those showing partially de- 
veloped pearia are sent into “hospital” 
to be nursed, while those whose pearls 
ace full grown suffer the fate that at- 
tends all things which possess some- 
thing that map wants.

Panama Canal Lighthouses. 

it is announced that a feature of the 
Panama canal will be lighthouses whose 
lamps are lit and extinguished by the 
sun, without the aid of human bands, 
Briefly, the warmth of the suv at 
dawn, falling on a rod which rests on a 
lever, expands that rod and so moves 
the lever which closes the gas valve. 
At night the rod, getting cooler, con- 
tracts and so opens the valve and lets 
the gas pass, to be lit by a small jet 
always left burning. The rod can be 
adjusted according to the temperature 
conditions of any country. The suo 
valve ts the invention of Gustaf Dalen, 
the famous Swedish physicist, recently 
awarded a Nobel prize, — Iilustrated 
London News.
